3. Objectives and Proposal 

To keep alive the spirit of passive resistance and hope for eventual 
liberation, to encourage defection and to promote friction between 
Albania and the Soviet orbit through the distribution of leaflets, 
other printed matter and small quantities of selected consumer goods 
delivered by the mails and by air drop. 

U. Accomplishments and Effectiveness 

a. Nine overflights were flown over Albania in 1955 during which 
25,150,000 leaflets and 9,500 packages of consumer articles were 
dropped. Flight cancellations due to runway repairs in Greece, 

the Bulganin-Khrushchev visit to Yugoslavia and poor weather caused 
a reduction in the number of flights scheduled. About Jj.0 adult 
refugees entered Greece from Albania during 1955. Almost all of 
these refugees called the leaflets an important factor in keeping 
up the morale of anti- Communists and, in the case of one llt-member 
family, one of our leaflets was the deciding factor in encouraging 
the family to escape. However, there were no high-level defections 
during the year. 

b, A limited mail campaign was also conducted to supplement the air-drop 
delivery of leaflets and propaganda. Leaflets or letters were mailed 
from Paris, Rome, Istanbul, Cairo, Berlin, Belgrade and New York to 
various second-level Communist officials in Albania. Because of our 
lack of knowledge of the effectiveness of Albanian censorship controls 
and our lack of sources in Albania, we do not know if these letters 
reached the addressees, nor have we been able otherwise to evaluate 
the effectiveness of the mail campaign. 

5. Plans 



a. At least one overflight or windrift mission per month is planned 

with an estimated delivery of 26,300,000 leaflets. Besides covering 
timely issues, some leaflets will be prepared aiming at increasing 
disaffection and defections among specific elements of the population.

Because of the rather difficult position of the Albanian regime 
in regard to the Soviet/Satellite rapprochement with Yugoslavia, 
we believe the coming year will offer unusual opportunities for 
creating and exploiting friction between Albania and the Soviet 
Orbit. 

Experiments conducted in dispersion of leaflets resulted in the 
decision to reduce the size of the leaflets to make collection 
more difficult for the Albanian security forces. 

Interrogation of escapees indicated that few of them could recall 
more than one thane of the six or so covered in our news leaflets. 
Therefore, the field has decided that during the coming year it 
will devote considerably more of the leaflets to a single major 
thane only. 

Since the National Committee for a Free Albania (NCFA) has been 
dissolved, leaflets will no longer be attributed to that organization. 
They will be attributed to a notional "Committee 1 ' or will not be 
given any attribution at all, 

A limited mail campaign on the scale of 1955 will be continued.
